RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION 



Sir: 

In response to the Office action of March 3, 2005, please consider the following remarks. 

Claims 1-5, 8-29, 31-40, 43-63, 65-70, and 72-91 are currently pending. Applicants note that the 
Office action states that claims 1-91 are pending. This is incorrect. Claims 6, 7, 30, 41, 42, 64, and 71 
were cancelled in the Amendment filed October 18, 2004. 

Provisional non-statutory double patenting rejection 

Reconsideration is respectfully requested of the provisional rejection of claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 8-16, 20- 
27, 31-37, 43-45, 48-50, 54-57, 60, 61, 65-70, 72-75, and 84-91 under the doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as unpatentable over claims 1-12, 19-20, and 24-32 of copending U.S. Application No. 
10/1 19,1 18 (Atty. Docket No. 3406/2/US).
